Late last night the county marshal 
and the police force of Kansas City 
had 
no information to give out 
which would furnish any clew to the 
identity of the men who held up the 
Chicago and Alton St. Louis express 
at Blue Cut Thursday night. 
They 
say developments may be expected 
at any time. 
There is no doubt but 
the robbers made a good haul. The 
express company officials here are 
m\ as reticent as usual. 
They admit 


•I.; that at least $2, 000 was secured and 
concede that it might have been 
more. 
County Marshal Keshlear and the 
police are working on the theory 
that the robbers, or at least two of 
them, were railroad men. They say 
that this was demonstrated from 
the fact that the engine, with two 
express cars attached, was run from 
the point of the hold up through 
Blue Cut and Glendale by them, 
and that the manner in which they 
handled 
the engine showed that 
they knew 
their business. 
After 
looting the express cars, the robbers 
ran the engine and express car two 
miles beyond Glendale, famous for 
past tram robberies, and “ killed” 
the engine. 
Then they took to the 
woods and left no trace behind 


Engineer Witten declares that the 
revolver used by the leader of the 
robbers was the identical one used 
t> y one of the men who held him up 
three months ago. 
Marshal Kesh­ 
lear thinks that the robbery was 
•committed by the same gang. 


Four Brothers Shadowed. 


I n d e p e n d e n c e , M o ., Dec. 2 5 .__ 
It is now believed that the robbers 
who 
held 
up 
the 
Alton 
train 
Wednesday night are 
residents of 
the “ Cracker Neck” locality, which 
is a rough country in the neighbor­ 
hood 
of Blue cut. 
The descrip­ 
tion given by the train men tallies 
closely with that cf four brothers 
who reside in that locality, one of 
whom has been a locomotive fire­ 
man for years. 
These men are un­ 
doubtedly shadowed by the officers, 
but, as in the October robbery, it 
is believed nothing is but vague 
circumstantial 
evidence connects 
them with the crime. 
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jewelry I carried. 
He said: ‘We 
don’t intend to hurt any 
of the 
fellers, but we want this baggage 
car cut off damned quick.’ 
This 
car was 
No. 13 and was full of 
theater scenery. 
We marched to 
the rear of the second baggage car. 
The air was cut off and the bell 
cord was severed wi*h a kniffe.” 


An Official Statement. 


C h i c a g o , 111., Dec. 25.— At the 
offices o t the Chicago and Alton 
railway the following official state­ 
ment in regard to the robbery was 
given out last night: 
“ The train was flagged by red 
and white lanterns just west of the 
Missouri Pacific bridge. 
Robbers 
took charge of the engine and made 
the engine men get off. 
The con­ 
ductor and brakeraan came ahead 
and the robbers look charge 
of 
them. 
They 
made 
the 
brake- 
man 
go 
back 
and 
get 
the 
train 
wrench 
and 
cut 
off 
the 
express car. 
They made consider­ 
able noise, and did much talking 
and pounding on 
the 
coupling, 
while doing the work, in order to 
give the express man a chance to 
hide away his stuff. When the train 
was cut off the robbers made the 
trainmen get off while they took the 
engine and express car away. They 
next stopped in the cut, about half 
way between the top of the hill and 
Glendale, and rapped on the ex­ 
press car door. 
The express man 
opened it, and realized for the first 
time that he was being held up. 
“ All of his valuables were ex­ 
posed. 
He claims opt to have had 
time to put them in the safe before 
leaving Kansas City. 
It was there­ 
fore not necessary for the robbers 
to open the safe, although 
they 
were amply provided with dynamite 
for that purpose. 
The amount se­ 
cured foots up about $2,500 in cash 
and may reach $3,000. 
“ After robbing the car they cut 
the bell cord, pulled the tank pin, 
cut off the air and ordered the ex­ 
press man to set the hand brake on 
the express car. 
They got on the 
engine and ran to the second iron 
bridge east of Glendale, where the 
engine was left without water,steam, 
fire or air. 
“ The following description of the 
robbers is given by the trainmen: 
Four men, all masked, three dark 
and one light. 
One man small and 
slender, had a somewhat feminine 
voice, and had been drinking; two 
men of medium height; one man 6 
feet high, weight 200 pounds. 
The 
train men are mixed in describing 
the clothes worn.”

The Conductor’s Experience. 


B l o o m i n g t o n , III., 
Dec. 25._ _ 
Conductor E. S. Nichols, of the 
^C h ic a g o and Alton passenger train, 
y ¿hat was held up at Blue Cut, Mo., 
Wednesday night, arrived here late 
last night and narrated the facts of 
the hold-up as follows: 
“ We 
left Independence about 
9 :19 p. m., and had gone just one 
mile when the engineer, Hettoon, 
was signaled by a red light. 
He 
answered 
with 
a 
whistle 
and 
stopped. 
I 
stepped out 
of the 
chair car 
and 
walked 
forward 
toward the engine. 
By the side 
of the baggage car I found the red 
light that had been used. 
I picked 
it up and started on to the front. 
At the middle of the first baggage 
car I saw the fireman and engineer 
coining out of the gangway, covered 
with a shotgun, in the hands of one 
of the robbers. 
They approached 
' me and cried: 
“ Hold up your 
’ hands.” I did not. 
A second time 
a robber ordered me to surrender, 
and I still refused. 
He then put 
the muzzle of the gun to my face 
and said he would kill me if I did 
not throw up my hands. 
I then did 
as requested. 
“ The leader then came from the 
other side of the engine. 
He car- 
ied a revolver, which the engineer 
and fireman declare was the same 
which was used for the last hold-up. 
They say the man is the same in 
general figure. 
They did not see 
his face, as the bandits were mask­ 
ed.

BIRMINGHAM’S CITY COUNCIL 


An O b j e c t- L e sso n in Mu nicip al G ov- 
ernrnent. 
Mr. George F. Parker fu rnishes a 
stu dy of the city administration of 
Birmingham to the 
Centu ry u nder 
the title of 
‘An 
Object Lesson in 
Mu nicip al Gov ernment.” Mr. Parker 
say s: The gov erning body , ex ecu ­ 
tiv e as well as legislativ e, is the city 
cou ncil. 
The 18 wards are each 
rep resented by fou r members, one 
hav ing the title of alderman, and 
three that of cou ncilor, all meeting 
in 
a single body . 
One is elected 
annu ally for each ward, so that two- 
thirds of the cou ncilors, and 
all the 
aldermen, 
hav e 
had 
ex p erience. 
They are chosen by bu rgesses, who 
are male or female occu p iers of any 
dwelling-hou se, shop 
or manu fac­ 
tory , or of any land or tenement of 
the annu al v alu e of ten p ou nds. The 
difference between bu rgesses 
and 
p arliamentary 
electors 
is 
that 
women are admitted to the former. 
The p arliamentary electors nu m­ 
ber 8 1,09 7, and bu rgesses and school 
board electors 9 2 ,709 , the difference 
rep resenting 
with 
fair 
accu racy 
women v oters. 
Members of p arlia­ 
ment are elected by districts, cou n­ 
cilors from wards, and the school 
board on a general ticket. 
No two 
classes are v oted for at the same 
election, thou gh p ractically the same 
machinery is emp loy ed. 
The 
ex ­ 
p enditu re p ermitted to mu nicip al 
candidates is abou t £ G0 each. 
Va­ 
cancies in the cou ncil are filled by 
sp ecial election. One alderman from 
each ward is elected by the cou ncil 
for six y ears, half the terms ending 
every three y ears. 
As a ru le they 
are reelected indefinitely , p arty or 
factional considerations hav ing little 
influ ence. 
The cou ncil is reorganized on the 
9 th 
of Nov ember of 
each 
y ear, 
when 
the general p u rp oses com­ 
mittee, comp rised of the may or as 
chairman, and the chairman of each 
of the working committees, nom­ 
inates the committees for the en­ 
su ing y ear. Ou tside p ersons are ap ­ 
p ointed as additional members of the 
mu seu m and school of art, free li­ 
braries and technical school com­ 
mittees, who in p ractice control the 
technical work, the cou ncil members 
retaining financial management. 
Each member of a committee p ro­ 
p osed is v oted for sep arately . 
The 
wishes of indiv idu als are rarely con­ 
su lted u ntil their names are p re­ 
sented, when they may decline and 
be ex cu sed. 
None may serv e on 
more than two committees, nor be 
chairman of more than one. 
Ev ery 
effort is made to secu re the v ery 
best resu lts. 
No p recedents req u ire 
the ap p ointment of old members 
ev en to imp ortant committees, and 
a new member known to be cap able 
and interested in some sp ecial work 
has no difficu lty in obtaining an as­ 
signment that may enable him to do 
his best. 
Bu t in p ractice the ex ­ 
p erienced men are ap p ointed with­ 
ou t q u estion. 
Each committee se­ 
lects its own chairman. 
The cou ncil is a thorou ghly rep ­ 
resentativ e body . 
Of the 72 mem­ 
bers of the p resent cou ncil, 2 3 are 
manu factu rers, six are classified as 
gentlemen (men retired from bu si­ 
ness), six are p rov ision merchants, 
fiv e are brass and iron fou nders, 
solicitors, jewelers, and medical men 
resp ectiv ely , three are merchants, 
there are two each of au ctioneers, 
chemists and drap ers, while p rint­ 
ers, 
teachers, 
bu tchers, 
bakers, 
glass workers, tin-p late workers and 
newsp ap er managers each hav e one. 
So far as I can find ou t, bu t one 
p u blican has ev er been in the cou n­ 
cil, althou gh this class had mu ch in­ 
flu ence p rior to 18 71. 
No member has any p riv ileges on 
a railway or p u blic conv ey ance of 
any sort, ev en on the tramway s be­ 
longing to the city , or admission to 
theater or entertainment, and none 
is p ermitted to v ote on a q u estion 
when he has a p ersonal interest. He 
is su bject to a fine of £ 3 0, with loss 
of office, if he enters into any con­ 
tract with the city , or sells an ar 
tide of ev en the smallest v alu e to 
the cou ncil, or to any of its su bsidi­ 
ary or associated committees or de­ 
p artments. 
So strictly is this ob­ 
serv ed that a member of a com­ 
mittee, su sp ected of a desire to sell 
eligible p rop erty to the city , was 
forced to retire from p u blic life. 
When the work of a committee is 
to be discu ssed, it p resents a rep ort 
of a ll it has done since its affairs 
were last before the cou ncil, setting 
out what it p rop oses. 
This rep ort 
or agenda mu st be p rinted and sent 
to ea ch cou ncilor three fu ll day s be­ 
fore the meeting. 
In some cases, 
esp ecially when a new scheme is 
p rop osed, each member is req u ested 
to make a p ersonal inv estigation of 
the conditions with which it is p ro­ 
p osed to deal.

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A STRANGE HOBBY. 


An O io C a n ker W ho H a s a C olle c ­ 
tion of “ D e a d ’* P ea rls. 
Mr. J. H. Harris, of Way nesv ille, 
O., a banker and collector of fresh­ 
water 
p earls 
and 
archaeological 
sp ecimens, 
has lately acq u ired a 
la refe 
nu mber 
what 
he calls 
of 
4‘dead” p earls. 
Mr. Harris has for 
y ears been known as an ex p ert in 


j ju dging p earls, and nearly all the 
gems of any conseq u ence that hav e 
been fou nd in the Little Miami riv er 
hav e p assed throu gh his hands, he 
hav ing p aid from 2 5 cents to $4 2 5 
for them as they came from the mu s­ 
sel shell. 
His collection, v ary ing in nu m­ 
bers and v alu e as he has at different 
times sold from and added to it, was 
for the first time ex hibited to the 
general p u blic at the Paris ex p o­ 
sition in 
18 73, where it attracted 
mu ch attention. 
Two or three y ears 
ago it was believ ed that the p earl 
indu stry in 
the Little Miami had 
abou t died away , and it is p robable 
su ch is really the case, y et the high 
waters of the p resent y ear hav e u n­ 
earthed new mu ssel beds, and p iles 
of freshly op ened shells may be seen 
along the banks of tne little stream. 
A few p earls of good q u ality hav e 
been fou nd, and Mr. Harris follow­ 
ing his u su al cu stom, has secu red 
some of the best of these, and p laced 
them all immediately in a safe de­ 
p osit v au lt in Cincinnati. 
He often ru ns across cu rios that 
are ou tside of the regu lar line, and 
he has secu red what cou ld, p erhap s, 
not be fou nd in any other collection 
in tliis cou ntry . 
1 le has been p rom­ 
inently mentioned in nearly all the 
books on gems and the articles in 
newsp ap ers and magazines on p earls 
that hav e been p u blished in the last 
decade. 
Thu s it was that a Scotch­ 
man, who has been nearly all ov er 
the world, ex p loring riv ers for what­ 
ev er cu riosities he might find, and 
who is alway s anx iou s for new fields 
to look ov er, had his attention drawn 
to the Wav nesv ille collection, and 
v isited him some months ago. 
Du ring a conv ersation between 
the two gentlemen it dev elop ed that 
the trav eler had in his p ossession a 
q u antity of what ap p eared to be 
p earls, bu t which were totally u n­ 
like any thing heretofore classed with 
these v alu ables. 
Mr. 
Harris, ev er 
on the alert for something new, im­ 
mediately ex amined and gained p os­ 
session of the entire lot, which he 
designated as “dead” p earls. 
They 
are identical, in his op inion, with 
those that were in an ancient cata­ 
logu e made in 174 9 by an English­ 
man, John 
Winthrop , 
F. 
R. S., 
classed as u nrip e p earls. 
The real v alu e of these p earls is 
v ery small, 
their worth ly ing only 
in their oddity and rarity . 
Many 
of them are of a dark brown or near­ 
ly dead black color, and they v arv 
from these throu gh the shades of 
lighter brown and v ery du ll y ellow, 
some of them hav ing streaks and 
blotches of nearly p early white. 
A 
v ery few of them hav e p oints that 
are almost brilliant, and these wou ld 
make fairly good settings for stu ds 
or other ornaments. 
In shap e they 
are most oddly at v ariance and dif­ 
ficu lt of descrip tion. 
One is a little 
larger than the short cross-section 
of a common lead p encil, and looks 
as if two small sp ecimens of the 
p ictu red old-fashione 1 beehiv e had 
been fastened together 
by 
their 
bases; another resembles a toy top , 
and another a miniatu re walking 
stick. 
Some are cone-shap ed, some 
irregu larly elongated, some banded 
by a raised section of a lighter hu e, 
and some look as thou gh they had 
been tu rned ou t by a lathe. 
One 
cu riou s fact abou t these p earls—and 
this is tru e also of the fine p earls—is 
ihat no two hav e been fou nd p re­ 
cisely alike as to size, shap e and 
color. 
These were all in one large p ack­ 
age when receiv ed by x Mr. H a rris - 
enou gh of them to more than fill 
a 
gallon jar—bu t he sp ent his leisu re 
hou rs for many day s in assorting 
them, 
and now has fiv e different 
p arcels of them classed according to 
their q u ality . 
The shells from which these were 
taken are described as being u n- 
u su ally 
elongated, 
smooth, 
dark 
colored withou t, and decidedly lack­ 
ing in the beau tifu l mother-of-p earl 
lined interior so often fou nd in the 
mu ssel. 
They are all p rodu cts of 
the fresh water riv ers, and the mol- 
lu sks were, of cou rse, aliv e when 
taken from the water.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.

who is reco gnized as o ne o f the lo ad­ 
ing peno lo gists o f Italy, gave so me 
statistics regarding the annual lo ss 
o f life by ho micide in Italy which

^ o rk Reco rder, 
l he to tal num ber 
I o f m urders in Italy during the last 
\ e a r 
was abo ut 
4,090, 
which 
is 
equivalent, 
said the speak er, to a 
ho micide every two ho urs. 
This is 
a very much grea ter mo rtality rate 
than ex ists in o ther civilized co rni­ 
ti ics, the ratio in France being o nc- 
t( nth that in Italy and the ratio in 
Denm ark 
being o ne-thirtv-fifth 
o f 
tha t in Italy. 
This tendency to ho micide is due, 
acco rding to Baro n 
Garo falo , first 
to the ex istence o f the vendetta, 
which has lingered lo nger in Italy 
than in any o ther co untry; then to 
the practice o f dueling, and perhaps 
mo re than ad to certain defects in 
educatio n and to racial tendencies. 
Garo falo think s that th ' rm ie ly fo r 
this co nsists in impro ving th : sys­ 
tem o f administratio n o f justice, in 
enfo rcing capital punishment, in r e ­ 
casting the metho ds o f educatio n 
thro ugho ut Italy lar rely o n the lines 
advo cated by 
Lo rn!iro so 
and 
his 
scho o l, and finally, in the enno bling 
o f the mo ral and religio us sentim ents 
o f the peo ple. 
This, acco rding to 
Garo falo , is to be do ne no t so much 
by mo ral as by religio us inculcatio n. 
To the religio us instructio n given 
in G reat Britain and tne United 
States he attributes the fact that 
these co untries 
have in 40 years 
diminished by o ne-half their annual 
pro po rtio n o f delinquents and m en­ 
dicants, while in Italy there has been 
an increase in bo th delinquency and

Mr. Joseph Pennell, writing in the 
London Daily Chronicle, records the 
following incident: I remember see­ 
ing William 
Morris 
one Sunday 
afternoon 
walk ing up Parliament 
street. 
A meeting was being held 
in the square—I now forget entirely 
what it was about; but the people 
holding it had made up their minds 
to march to Westminster Abbey, 
with a vague idea probably that 
when they got there they might do 
something. 
Suddenly an enormous 
crowd began to pour out of the 
square down Parliament street—a 
black , solid, muddy mass, for it was 
a wet wintry day. 
On they came, 
with a sort of irresistible force, 
avhich really frightened one, look ing 
on as a spectator. 
And right in 
front—among the red flags, singing 
with all his might liThe Marseillaise” 
—was William Morris. 
He had the 
face of a Crusader, and he marched 
with that big stick of his as the 
Crusaders must have marched. One 
turned round and went with the 
crowd, which, when it got to the 
abbey, seemed half inclined to smash 
the windows; but those at the head 
of it were switched off, and passed 
into Poets’ corner, there to sit down 
and be preached to, while the others, 
who could not get in, were ad­ 
dressed by Canon Rawlinson out­ 
side. 
But what was so curious was 
to find 
his artist—lik e 
another 
Courbet—leading a crowd who re­ 
ally did not k now what they wanted 
to do. 
However, had this crowd de­ 
termined to destroy, to tear down 
even a stone of the abbey, or to 
break a window, I think instead of 
William Morris leading them a step 
further, that they would only have 
tak en that step over his body.

am not so sure what would have hap­ 
pened 
had 
the 
crowd 
marched 
against St. Paul’s, for Morris hated 
the one sort of work as much as he 
loved the other.—St. 
James’ Ga­ 
zette.
